Seven hundred 
wounded are said to have arrived at 
Port Arthur July 8 and It waa report- 
ed that mere were to come in.

In a dispatch to the general 
staff, confirms the report of the Japan' 
ese occupation of Kai Chou. He says 
that the Russians did not exceed 150 
killed or wounded. The general adds

CONDEMNED MURDEHER. 

Confessed to Committing Four 
Other Murders. 



New York, July 11— Seventeen per- 
sons were killed and about a hundred 
injured in a collision wbicb occurred 
at Midvnle, N. J., Juat before noon 
Sundajr when a regular paaaenger 
train on the Greenwood branch of tbe 
Erie railroad ran into an excursion 
train ttiat had stopped to take water. 
All the dead and injured lived lu Ho- 
boken, Jersey City and New York. 

Tbe accident is believed to have re- 
sulted from a tower operator having 
lowered his signal too soon, 'and this 
was admitted by D. W. Cooke, ger..>ral 
passenger agent of the Erie railroad, 
who gave out a statement in whi< !. 
said: "The operator in tbe tower fail- 
ed to set the block signal against the 
train followinjj." 

The train which was nui into wns a 
special carrying meniliers of tlie First 
Plattdeutcher association of ilobuUen 
on tbelr annual outing and had SOO 
passengers. It consisted of 12 cars 
and two engines. The first engine had 
taken water and the train had nmved 
up and stopped with the sc. on,] en- 
gine beside the tank when th. re;;ular 
train drew near. The flagman of the 
special signalled tbe engineer of the 
incoming train but owing to a curve 
In the road his flag was not seen tmtil 
it was too late. It is claimed that the 
engineer ef the regular train hail 
sh)wed i!e\vi\ to about ten n, 
hour before he crashed into the special 
but bis engine tore through tbe rear 
car the greater part of its length and 
drove the forward end of that car Into 
the (ar ahead. The killed and injured 
were in those two ears. 

The wreckaee did not catch flr>- a-u! 
the work of taking out the dead and 
maimed was accomplished quickly. 
Tbe passengers from the nrin.inreJ 
coaches ran hack and joined in the 
work and the resiilents of Midvale, 
many of whom had h'-ard the crash, 
assisted them. The 14 dead weie soon 
laid beside tbe track and tae injured 
were carried to the nearby houses. 

While ph.vsicians were being sent 
for women rif .Midvale luiMiaht bar.ii- 
ages and i ther aiiicles that couM he 
us'd in taring for the injured. An en- 
gine and cars were sent from Little 
Falls to the scene of the wreck and as 
rapidly a.s possible the most perlouily 
hurt were fip-part d for transportation 
by train to I.itfle I'alN and tlieiu > to 
Jersey Cit.v or Hi'liokt n The less se- 
verely hurt were continued under 
treatment in Mldvale until later in the 
day. All those hurt were event unl'y 
taken either to their homos or to hos- 
pitals.

The marin»* h.)8pital service ban ai- 
rea<ly begun the hatt'e r\n ;;..>Tt xA.s bor- 
der against the nioxi utD ai;d aii other 
agencies of vellow fever. It is proposed, 
if possible, to prevent yellow fever from 
crcsHing the Mexican bnrder this year, 
and the marine lu^epital authorities are 
receiving the co-operation of the Mexi- 
can health authorities. Yellow fever 
reacb' ii T.ared ). T^xas, late last year, but 
did not spread any further north than 
San Antonio, where it was soon checked 
by cool weather. It is feared that if the 
disease crosses the American border 
early tbift Tear there will be great danger 
of fearful spread of the yellow peril. 

The chief flght ia against the mosquito. 
Tlie .Mex'can health authorities are wurk- 
iag with the Mexican people to make 
them anderstand that the mosquito con- 
veys the disease ai;d that it must be ex- 
terminated. The marine hospital pub- 
lishes in its weekly report a translation 
of the insfnu'tions issued by the .Mayor 
of tlie Mexican city of Laredo for the 
destruction of mosquitoes. These in- 
structions so thoroughly educate those 
who read them that the public health 
authorities of this country think they 
ought to be read carefully by every 
A merican. They ara as follows :
